The two races came to a clash late in 
the afternoon in Glasgow Hollow, 
where the Negroes had congregated, 
armed with Winchester rifles. A white 
man, passing along the road, was held 
up, and, besides being abused, was 
roughly handled. This news soon 
spread and an armed body of white 
miners moved toward the hollow. It 
is supposed that they went around by 
a circuitous route in the mountains 
and came upon the Negroes unexpect- 
edly.
